what their alliance, are friend- 
ly people and hospitable, gracious 
hosts. They are also willing to 
fight at the drop of a hat. If this 
sounds like a weird contradiction, 
wait until you see it up close. 
They are passionate about most 
things, so they either seem to love 
or hate everybody, with no mid- 
dle ground. 

One thing that needs to be kept 
in mind is the Bosnians have a com- 
pletely controlled press. Therefore, 
they generally hear what their lead- 
ers want them to about the UN 
forces. We found reports in the 
local press, for example, claiming 
that Pakbat and Turkbat were not 
actually Pakistanis and Turks, but 
Bosnian Muslims trained and 
equipped by the Pakistani and Turk- 

armies to fight for the Bosnian 
government. x 


Scapegoats 


The local politicians and mili- 
tary commanders found the UN 
useful for many things, not the 
least of which was as scapegoats. 
So it should come as no surprise 
that Bosnians’ impressions of UN 
peacekeepers is not the same as 
that of Canadians. 

» Having Said this, thé people in 
villages and farms near the fighting 





were generally very pro-UN. UN’s 
protection is what allows the civil- 
ian relief workers to restore basic 
services and provide humanitarian 
aid in these areas. Civilians here 
also saw our troops looking after 
refugees, re-uniting families sepa- 
rated by the fighting, tending to 
wounded civilians, repairing roads, 
houses and powerlines, removing 
mines and protecting civilians from 
snipers. 

Incidently, a “sniper’’ in Bosnia 
is seldom called that by Canadian 
soldiers..In Bosnia, a sniper is 


some drunk #$*@!! who shoots 
civilians. In the Canadian army, a 
sniper is someone who can hit 
you in the head from 1000 metres 
and is almost impossible to find 
(sometimes tripped over by peo- 
ple looking for him on exercise) 
and viewed with great respect by 
his fellow infantry

five rounds over our camp in the 
first week of our tour and in sec-

Donor Fatigue: Fundraisers Search for Scant Dollars

nce the efforts of organizers 

and member agencies, the 1994 
United Way campaign has fallen 
short of meeting it’s targeted goal 
of $8.8 million dollars. Although 
this year’s campaign raised $50,000 
ore than previous years, it still 
ame up $146,000 short of its goal. 
In spite of this year’s final tally, 
Organizers are pleased with the re- 
ults of the campaign during a time 
of economic uncertainty on all 
fronts. Although not eager to point 
fingers, organizers do admit that

Even companies that remain in 
Edmonton may be somewhat hesi- 
tant to donate time or money to 
supporting charities like United 
Way. “Downsizing has a real impact 
on people's willingness to make 
charitable contributions,” explains 
Smith. “We hear a lot about the 
economic turn-around that we're 
in but people are still very much 
afraid of their own futures. It's def- 
initely been one of the more 
challenging years we've faced in 
my 10-year history here.” 


Waning support 


Atthe same time they have found 
charitable support waning, most 
member agencies have reported a 
dramatic rise in demand for servic- 
es. The Edmonton Food Bank is 
one of the United Way member 
agencies who reports a sharp in- 
crease in the demand from the 
community.

charitable sector for meeting ba- 
sic human care needs. That's the 
dilemma we face...It’s a very diffi- 
cult thing for charitable 
organizations to be asked to do 
more than they already do.” 

Like the Edmonton Food Bank, 
Operation Friendship has also seen 
arise in client demand for services. 
Operation Friendship provides 
meal and drop-in services for sen- 
iors 55+. Executive Director Sheila 
Smith explains that although she 
felt this year’s campaign was better 
organized in terms of member agen- 
cies being invited to make 
presentatons, there were obstacles 
that prevented the campaign from 
succeeding. 

“They did a good job of organiz- 
ing places for us to speak...but 
we're very lucky as an agency in 
being able to identify a distinct 
client that we serve. Most of our 
clients are willing to have their pic- 
ture taken or to come out and 
speak, and that helps a lot,” ex- 
plains Smith.

After a raucous week of 
angry letters, bitter recrimina- 
tions and heated debate, city 
council voted Tuesday after- 
noon to create the Edmonton 
Arts Council. How close was it? 
“By the skin of the teeth,” said 
a clearly relieved Mayor Jan Re- 
imer in a candid moment 
immediately after the vote. 
Only three hours earlier the 
same day, Reimer had been close 
to tears, when it looked as if the 
proposed arts council would 
wallow like a wounded buffalo 
on the council chamber floor. 
Her face flushed, the clearly frus- 
trated mayor said: “There has 
been concern from members of 
council about creating this bu- 


reaucracy, taking dollars fromthe | 
arts in spite of what's written in | | 
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alderman who served on the 
task force, said, “I’m not real 
enthused at the moment. It’s a 
bit depressing.” 

But at 3:30 all was well again, 
thanks to alderman Sheila 
McKay, whose quick thinking 
revived the nearly dead arts 
council. From the start, the Ed- 
monton Arts Council has been 
one of Reimer'’s pet projects. Af- 
ter all, it was born from the 
Mayor’s Task Force on Invest- 
ment in the Arts, established 14 
months ago. The project proved 
to be a unique melding of Reim- 
er’s left-leaning thinking and 
pro-business sentiments.

Epicure talks about food “elutriative” 


Epicure: Recipes and More for the 
Curious Cook, by Kate Bush, David 
Cobb, Charles Oberdorf and Jane 
Rodmell, MacMillan, 220 pp., 
$19.95 


ood is exciting, sensuous and 

fun. And David Cobb has come 
to town to prove it. 

In Edmonton recently to promote 
his new book Epicure: Recipes 
and More for the Curious Cook, 
Cobb speaks about food as he writes 
about it: with passion, riveting ar- 
guments and heaps of arcane detail.

His face lit up by wisps of silver 
hair, and carrying a tasselled woo- 
len toque knit in the primary colors 
of kindergarten, Cobb looks noth- 
ing like the waggish writer he is in 
print. Butwhen he speaks, his sense 
of humour and wit emerge. 

“I've always had an interest in 
sex,” Cobb says in his warm but 
precise English accent. “Sex and 
eating go very closely together.” 
Hence his fascination with the sex 
lives of sea creatures. 

Cobb's genius is his ability to fan 
the flames of hunger with a rash 


little essay on something that by 
rights should be completely unap- 
petizing. 

He likes to ruminate on such 
topics as the instincts of salmon 
the history of corn, and the gory, 
gory truth about pressed duck. He 
is a writer for people who believe 
words and ideas are as nourishing 
as food 

He has worked for the last 20 
years as part of the “quadricephal- 
ic” team who produce the food 
column for Toronto Life magazine 
In addition to Cobb, Epicure con- 
sists of Charles Oberdorf, who 
researches the restaurants, and Jane 
Rodmell and Kate Bush, who alter- 
nate doing shops and recipes 

Cobb professes to dislike the 
name Epicure. “It sounded too 
upmarket for my taste, but it’s what 
we got saddled with.” 

He says he does get on well with 
his collaborators, though. “We nev- 
er have meetings,” he says, 
exaggerating to explain the lon- 
gevity of the team. In fact the four 
meet twice a year to decide on 
story ideas, then each goes off to 
work alone. When the research is 
complete, Cobb says modestly, his 
job is to “put it together with some 
historical stuff and put the whole 
thing into some sort of form.” 

He describes the process of 
writing the food essays as his

Cobb's writing is so full of fun 
and whimsy that even elutriative 
doesn't stand out. “Swell foop” 
stands out. But that silly spooner- 
ism is a stroke of brilliance in a 
fairly serious essay about the ethics 
of eating beef. 

Or how about this? On the mat- 
ter of the inedibility of 
pearl-bearing oysters and the lack 
of pearls in the sort of oysters we 
eat, Cobb writes: “The gods work 
these matters out over brandy and 
cigars.” 

How civilized. And now let's all sit 
down with warm brandies and mull 
over a few Epicurean recipes 2

Funding snafu 


Fraser should know. The film, 
based on his play, Unidentified 
Human Remains and the True Na- 
ture of Love, was supposed to have 
been shotin Edmonton late in 1992. 
However, an interprovincial fund- 
ing snafu between agencies in 
Alberta-and Quebec, resulted in

Last fall, another Fraser project, 
Be Fabulous or Die, had to be scut- 
tled after Telefilm Canada, a major 
motion picture funder, balked at 
providing financial support.

Fraser did admit to a touch of 
vindication when his name was 
mentioned as a Genie winner.

t is somewhat ironic that there 

are still many people who be- 
lieve that women soldiers should 
not be sent to the frontlines during 
a war. The theory holds that the 
savagery of hand-to-hand combat is 
too graphic for women to either 
witness or engage in. The irony lies 
in the fact that women around the 
world face violence and brutality 
ona daily basis. Often their experi- 
ences are far more traumatic than 
anything a combat soldier will ever 
encounter. And unlike soldiers, 
these women do not get to go home 
once their tour of duty is over. For 
them, home is a war zone. 

A new film from the National 
Film Board attempts to focus atten- 
tion on the violence and violations 
that women face. The Vienna Tri- 
bunal: Women's Rights and Human 
Rights follows the testimonies of 
33 women from 27 countries as 
they recount their personal, and 
often horrifying, stories o brut: 
ty at the hands of men. Th 
delivered their testimony 


the nee 1993 Sobre 









Korean woman and her story of 
systematic rape as a comfort wom- 
an for Japanese soldiers during the 
Second World War. The interven- 
ing 50 years had done little to dull 
her pain as she recalled being tak- 
en from her family as a teen and 
forced to spend the next six years 
being systematically raped by at 
least 40 men per day. 

The women testifying at the tri- 
bunal covered the full spectrum of 
race and nationality, with repre- 
sentation from women af all ages. 
From the story ofa young American 
woman who was sexually assaulted 
by her stepfather after her mother’s 
death, to the tale ofa Polish woman 
sold into prostitution, it is clear 
that women’s rights continue to be 
violated on a scale beyond what 
most of us can imagine. 


Vivid testimony 


In one of the most vivid testimo- 
nies we aré told of a recent case 
where a young Iranian woman wa 
buried up to her neck in sand-ind 
had her head crushed by rocks be- 
cause she w:

fifth anniversary of the Montreal 
Massacre. For the NFB’s Bonnie 
Thompson, who moderated the dis- 
cussion before the screening, the 
subject of the film was closely relat- 
ed to the murder of the 14 women in 
Montreal.

In director Allison Anders’ third movie, 
the key characters are the girls in the 
hood — the homegirls.

Each Monday — the night when 
most theatres are dark — lights are 
on at the Chinook Theatre build- 
ing, home of Union Theatre, one of 
the Chinook Consortium that runs 
the building. They are the lights of 
the S.S. Kukamunga, the luxury 
ocean liner upon which Die-Nasty, 
Union Theatre's weekly live impro- 
vised soap opera, is set. It's the 
middle of winter's first deep cold 
snap. How much sex and intrigue 
is possible in when it’s 30 below? 
Will anybody be there to see it? 

“Last season, Die-Nasty averaged 
108 people per show over the sea- 
son,” says lan Ferguson, the soap’s 
director and founder. “This year 
we may break 140, but this week's 
audience was small.” Maybe so, but 
it’s as big as any in the Chinook this 
season, treated to a smorgasbord 
of love, lust, sex, intrigue, betrayal 
.. and, yes, comedy. 


Shameless gossip 


Jeff Haslam, as the shameless 
gossip Pokia Schvedtar, flounces out 
in a goofy hat and sweater ensemble 
(someone in the audience, obvious- 
ly a regular, gasps “Where does he 
get those outfits?”) and proceeds to 
steal every scene he’s in. Teenaged 
punk-stoolie-virgin Bernie Midgie 
(Harvey Anderson), in a progres- 


sion of five-second scenes, is se- 
duced, stripped nearly naked and 
schtupped by the scheming Russian, 
Nautical Yuleeahanov (Patti Stiles). 
Ensign Scully (David Belke) address- 
es Dr. E. Paul Skelhorne (Mark Meer) 
as Mr. E (say it out loud), inciting 
groans from the audience. 


Nothing scripted 


The plot — well, it doesn’t mat- 
ter. It’s a soap. It's about who's 
stabbing whom in the back. Die- 
Nasty is, additionally, about who 
can have the most fun. Nothing is 
scripted, so whatever pops into the 
actors’ or directors’ heads pops up 
on stage. 

“At first we'd meet each week 
and plan the next week's action, 
but we gave that up halfway through 
our first season,” explains Fergu- 
son. “Now we meet an hour before 
the show, warm up, and spend 
about two minutes going over the 
night's outline. Then whatever hap- 
pens, happens.” 

The active ingredient in improvi- 
sation is the give and take between 
actors: how well they listen and work 
with what they're given by their part- 
ners, and how interesting and usable 
the material they-return is. 

There are about 10 of Die-Nasty’s 
17 characters in tonight's episode. 
Haslam is hot, cracking up the audi- 
ence, his fellow actors and even 
himself. Belke, too. The scenes actu- 
ally go somewhere, and the plot really 
does progess. This ability to create 
on the fly is obviously an acquired 
skill, however. Soap veteran Stiles 
and the seductress Yuleeahanov leave 
newcomer Anderson’s petulant 
twerp Bernie (only in his second 
episode) flat-footed in their series of

short scenes. 

Caught in a big lie by Bernie, she 
panics, stumbles, recovers, sizes him 
up, tries to seduce him, strips him, 
proposes an alliance, and manages to 
check out his buns while dressing him. 
He does litttle more with this buffet of 
Opportunities than curl his lip. Not 
much listening there; even less given 
back; the plot moves mostly from 
Stiles’ work. It’s obviously harder than 
it looks because Anderson is a very 
talented actor. 

The fun extends offstage as well.

f all one did was drive between 

Alberta and Manitoba, then one 
might admittedly believe that the 
prairies are endless kilometres of 
rural landscape. 

However, assuming you don't 
talk to the locals between Winnt- 
peg, Edmonton and Calgary, the 
prairies contain some urban ele- 
ments. The Urban Prairie, cunning 
at the Edmonton Art Gallery until 
Jan. 15, goes even further in pre- 
senting the flatlands’ historical base 
as an urban-centred culture. 

Dan Ring, the curator of the Men- 
del Gallery, spent two years 
compiling over 280 archival works, 
photographs and paintings by art- 
ists who attempted to capture the 
prairie’s urban spirit. 





He felt that the pieces dated be- 
tween 1880 and 1960 not only 
dispel the prevalent image of the 
‘West as a rural wasteland, they also _

F resh off the plane after a show 
in South Venice, California, 
blues harpsman Billy Boy Arnold 
sounds calm and rested on the 
phone from his home in Chicago. 
Linked to the legacies of blues 
innovators like Sonny Boy Wil- 
liams and Little Walter, at 59, 
Arnold still has the stuff to make 
good on his reputation as a 
ground-breaking harmonica styl- 
ist. Arnold plays Sneaky Pete's 
Dec. 16 and 17. 


First record 


After four years of playing, prac- 
ticing, and soaking up the tunes of 
the masters, Arnold's first record 
was released on the Cool label in 
1952. Though 17, he looked 15 
and thus got his nickname. 

During that time, he met street 
musician Ellas McDaniel (now 
known as Bo Diddley) who made 
him an orange-crate amplifier. 
They found their way onto Chess 
Records and the hits and history 
were made. A solo career in Chi- 
cago followed, intermixed with 
recordings for VeeJay Records and 
club dates with stars like Otis 
Rush, Junior Wells, and Muddy 
Waters. 

“We respected each other,” he 
says of consummate pro Waters. “I 
showed up well-dressed, and with 
good equipment, and we worked 
well together.” 

His classic debut album, More 
Blues from The South Side, was 
released in 1963. By the mid-’60s, 
British bands like the Yardbirds 









turned his songs into hits, and Ar- a 


Community College. When he 
graduated in 1974, he moved to 
Toronto. He picked up playing 
pedal steel guitar there and 
wound up playing for Sylvia Tys- 
on’s band. 

Williams, 41, recalls Tyson as 
an excellent bandleader.

Immaculate conception or calculated tim- 
ing? Either way, what a blessed holiday 
this will be, especially for the post-baby 
boomer set. Record companies, realizing 
recent economic trends (namely, the 
people who had all the dosh in !970 are 
the same people who have it all today), 
are gearing up for a Money — er, Merry 
Christmas by hook or by crook. Nineteen 
ninety-four, the Year of the Ponderous 
Retrospective (Someone should bundle 
these together as “Christmas at the Brill 
Building.” Really, this type of cashing in on 
sentimentality sort of reminds me of that 
other yuletide tradition, the emotionally 
cathartic Andy Williams Christmas Spe- 
cials on TV — what could be more heart- 
warming than spending Christmas Eve with 
children you've rented?) 

Sporting the compact double jewel 
case instead of the popular box, Live at the 
BBC is now on the shelves (barely) and 
remarkable is the only word to describe 
the lasting popularity of those loveable 
moptops from Liverpool. The massive 
unearthing (two CDs worth) of hitherto 
unreleased tracks is a must for all Beatle 
aficionados, but 32 years later, the amaz- 
ing thing is how many of them there still 
seem to be. People were tearing each 
other's arms off to get this album. 

What does this tell us about our- 
selves? Just a theory: does this late-break- 
ing idolatry for hits from another era 
perhaps indicate the public’s latent desire 
to escape to the simpler world of the 
past? Does the commando-style attack 
on record stores everywhere mask a 
general sense of diminishing expectations 
for our quality of life, both now and in the 
days ahead? If so, do the Beatles then stop 
being merely clever tunesmiths and in- 
stead become a sort of cultural tension 
sheet, wrapping up our modern woes in 
the consoling sounds of innocence, nos- 
talgia and denial? Well? 

In light of our society's growing cyni- 
cism (or is it just mine?), there is some 
signifigance to the fact that the Beatles at 
their height of popularity are also found 
at their most innocuous. You can cer- 
tainly bet the farm on this release being 
able to stir more gentle souls than would 
a collection entitled “The Beatles — So 
Terrifyingly Live Due To Poly-Substance Abuse 
That You Can Sense Their Vibe Even Before 
The Bentley Pulls Up” — which of course 
was my favorite Beatle phase — the 
“freak” era, their last major metamor- 
phosis from harmless homogenous quar- 
tet to individual personalities (especially 
John). Yeah ,while you're bopping along 
to “Love Me Do” yet again, you can 
smugly remind yourself of all those witty 
Yoko Ono jokes you used to tell. 

The Everly Brothers’ place in the Big 
Picture is also assured. Their influence 
has been cited by a litany of fellow stars 
{including the Beatles), yet they them- 
selves never achieved lasting commer- 
cial success in America, at least the kind 
usually associated with forebears of 
such magnitude. The irony inherent in 
the Brothers’ story is legendary. From 
their meager beginnings on dad’s midwest 
radio show to the neon scenery of Las 
Vegas, no other sibling duo could spin 
out such perfect, crystallized minuets of 
pop poetry quite like the Everly Broth- 
ers, Yet eventually, these same All- 
American crooners, the original two- 
voices-as-one barely spoke to each other 
_on their own time, surely a symptom of 
‘tour burnout (and incidentally, a tradition — 

carry on even today). For all their | 
ie tale: they, like Elvis, could never 
















sode was based when, if you'll remember, 
the unwitting Fred rode around in a tour 
bus for two weeks as an overnight sensa- 
tion). 

As told by both the music and the 
well-written booklet text, this box set 
attempts to set the record straight and 
does, sometimes with brutal honesty. 
Dozens of interesting and curious facts 
come to light, as well as the true reality 
of being the Everly Brothers. Their bat- 
tles with management, record labels, the 
trendy 60's and, of course, being cooped 
up together for years make their music 
all the more interesting. As for the songs, 
the best of the bunch are the sparsely 
arranged numbers taken from Songs Our 
Daddy Taught Us, which represents the 
purest link to the boys’ mountain roots, 
and not the least of the great Everly 
tracks ever passed up once already. 
Here’s your second chance.
